T has  been  my  desire  to  place  before  the  American 
I people  a historical  collection  of  pictures  by  the  French 
I artists  of  the  nineteenth  century.  As  with  great  au- 
thors in  literature,  so  in  art  it  takes  more  than  a generation,  even 
with  the  rapidity  of  developement  of  modem  ideas,  to  settle  the 
comparative  merit  of  great  artists.  Inquiring  of  an  old  dealer 
for  something  of  Hazlitt’s, — “ Hazlitt ! ” said  he,  “ don’t  talk  to 
me  of  him.  Fifty  years  ago  my  shelves  were  full  of  them,  and 
the  only  use  I could  put  them  to  was  kindling  fires.  I could 
get  five  guineas  apiece  for  them  now.”  A picture  dealer  told 
Richard  Wilson,  “ See  here,  Dick,  I would  like  to  patronize  you, 
but  my  garret  is  full  o’  them.”  So  it  is,  and  has  been  with 
serious  art. 

My  collection,  commencing  with  David,  the  stern  and  severe 
reformer  of  art,  as  he  called  himself,  down  through  Gros, 
Delacroix,  Gericault,  Horace  Vernet,  Paul  Delaroche,  Conture, 
Troyon,  Millet,  Diaz,  Rousseau,  Corot,  Daubigny, — has  led  me 
wherever  I could  get  an  interesting  and  worthy  example  of  any 
of  this  race  of  giants.  Of  the  collection,  let  art  connoisseurs 
and  lovers  of  art  judge  for  themselves.

CONDITIONS  OF  SALE. 


1.  The  highest  bidder  to  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arise  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  lot  so  in  dispute  shall  be 
immediately  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

2.  The  purchasers  to  give  their  names  and  addresses,  and 
to  pay  down  a cash  deposit,  or  the  whole  of  the  purchase-money, 
if  required , in  default  of  which  the  lot  or  lots  so  purchased  to  be 
immediately  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

3.  The  lots  to  be  taken  away  at  the  buyer’s  expense  and 
risk  upon  the  conclusion  of  the  sale,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
purchase-money  to  be  absolutely  paid  or  otherwise  settled  for  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  auctioneer,  on  or  before  delivery ; in  default 
of  which,  the  undersigned  will  not  hold  himself  responsible  if 
the  lots  be  lost,  stolen,  damaged,  or  destroyed,  but  they  will  be 
left  at  the  sole  risk  of  the  purchaser. 

4.  The  sale  of  any  article  is  not  to  be  set  aside  on  account 
of  any  error  in  the  description.  All  articles  are  exposed  for 
public  exhibition  one  or  more  days,  and  are  sold  just  as  they  are, 
without  recourse. 

5.  To  prevent  inaccuracy  in  delivery,  and  inconvenience  in 
the  settlement  of  the  purchases,  no  lot  can,  on  any  account,  be 
removed  during  the  sale.

David  was  the  chief  of  painters,  when  the  French  Revo- 
lution came  on.  He  was  a member  of  tjie  Convention  in 
1792,  voted  for  the  death  of  Louis  XVI.,  and  became  a 
partisan  of  Robespierre.  When  the  latter  fell,  he  was 
imprisoned,  and  after  the  Restoration,  was  exiled,  and 
lived  till  his  death  by  suicide,  at  Brussels.

His  parents  were  banished  from 
Spain  on  account  of  political  troubles,  and  at  ten  years 
of  age  Diaz  was  left  an  orphan  in  a strange  country.  At 
fifteen  years  of  age  he  was  apprenticed  to  a maker  of 
porcelain,  where  his  talent  first  displayed  itself.  After 
his  ability  as  a wonderful  colorist  was  recognized,  Diaz 
painted  and  sold  many  pictures,  working  even  too  con- 
stantly, as  if  endeavoring  by  the  accumulation  of  a vast 
fortune  to  avenge  the  poverty  of  his  youth.  Medals,  1844, 
1846,  1848.
